CenturyLink, on behalf of itsincumbent local exchange carriers accepted 2013 Connect America
Fund (CAF) Phase | Incremental Support (Round 2 Support) on August 20, 2013 and at that time
submitted alist of census blocks to which it intended to deploy broadband service using that
support.l That list encompassed locations in 12,893 census blocks. Subsequently, in January
2014 the FCC Wireline Bureau issued an order resolving the Round 2 challenge process which
reduced the census block total for which CenturyLink received support to 10,544 census bl ocks.”
About one year later, CenturyLink made a supplemental filing regarding its Round 2 deployment
plans reflecting the specific locations to which it anticipated deploying broadband using Round 2
support.3 The supplemental filing reflected atotal of 10,345 census blocks. In September 2016
CenturyLink identified an additional 9703 census blocks for its Round 2 deployment, but after
challenges the additional census blocks total was reduced to 7854."

The attached list only reflects the previously-identified Round 2-€ligible census
blocks to which CenturyLink did not deploy broadband using Round 2 support solely due to
changesin CenturyLink’s deployment plans. The list does not reflect census blocks that
CenturyLink previoudly identified for Round 2 deployment but were removed from Round 2
deployment due to challenge process determinations or assertions that the census blocks were
aready served.

CenturyLink is aso providing thisinformation to the Universal Service Administrative
Company, relevant state commissions, and affected Tribal governments, as appropriate.
